The emperor arrived about the same 
time in his chair, which was covered 
outside and in with yellow silk, the offi­ 
cial button on top being gold instead of 
silver and the ends of the bearing poles 
being elaborately carved and capjved 
with gilded dragons. 
The dean of the 
diplomatic corps, escorted by members 
of the foreign office, was conducted into 
the hall, the sides of the approach to the 
steps, the steps themselves and the ter­ 
race being crowded with eunuchs em­ 
ployed in the palace and civil and mil­ 
itary officers whose rank did not entitle 
them to enter the presence of the em 
peror. Each member of the diplomatic 
corps was given a separate audience by 
the emperor, who was seated upon a 
marble throne. 
As they crossed the 
threshold they bowed, advanced three 
or four paces and bowed again, then ad­ 
vanced to a point between the two dragon 
pillars, where a third stop and bow 
were made. There a foreign carpet cov­ 
ered the floor of the platform, which 
was about three feet high. 
The embassadors and ministers stop­ 
ped about 12 feet from the emperor, 
where they made their speeches, which 
were irauslaieu by *ui interpreter mis 
Chinese. They then advanced and hand­ 
ed letters of credence to Prince Ching, 
who had been standing on the left of 
the emperor. 
Taking the papers, he 
ascended the steps, approached the table 
in front of the emperor and laid them 
npon it, not kneeling until he had de­ 
posited them. The emperor replied to 
the speeches in the Mantchoo dialect aft 
er the diplomatists had returned to theii 
places between the dragon pillars, hit 
rpmHrk« heing translated into Chines# 
by Prince Ching, sentence by sentence. 
The exit from the hall was made by 
walking backward, with bows at thre* 
places. 
The sides of the audience hall wen 
covered with inscriptions 
and raw 
paintings of enormous size. The ceiling 
was composed of wooden squares 1 % 
feet in size, divided by heavy rafters, 
all gorgeously painted with the dragon 
figures. 
The supporting columns were 
of m l lacquer, covered with figures of 
gold dragons. 
On the right of the emperor stonA 
Prince Po, on his Jeft Prince Ko, an! 
near him Prince Ching. The room was 
lined on either side by two rows of high 
officers of the Imperial guards and 
chamberlains, many being princes and 
dukes of the imperial family. No arrui 
were visible except the swords worn by 
the emperor and the princes. 
The im­ 
perial escort, bearing long red lacquered 
spears, with silver points and a long 
tiger tail, could be seen just outsids 
the doors. They presented a picturesque 
appearance. 
On either side of the em­ 
peror was a straight stem six feet high, 
supporting at the top what appeared to 
be painted imitations of peacock tail# 
spread out, the feathers indicating rank 
in China.

front of the emperor, which was cov­ 
ered with yellow satin, embroidered 
with figures of dragons, was placed th# 
pipe of his majesty, a piece of carved 
jarle and gold, the handle formed by 
the body and tail of a dragon, its mou»b 
as the tobacco bowl 
Within the pink walls that surrounded 
the forbidden city are several temple# 
and 40 or more palaces and other build­ 
ings which are occupied as residence» 
by the emperor’s immediate attendant! 
and officers of the guard. 
They are all 
of one story and of uniform architecture^ 
differing otjly in dimensions. Their ex 
teriors are painted that peculiar whit* 
which Europeans have never been abl# 
to imitate and roofed with tiles of tm 
perial yellow. The Fu Hna, or East 
Flower gate, is reached from the Turtai 
city by passing over a marble bridge, 
handsomely decorated and bearing sev­ 
eral tablets With inscriptions that lie- 
token long life, prosperity, happiness 
and other blessings. Immediately befor# 
the gates are the western gardens, hand­ 
somely laid out in the highest taste and 
skill in landscape architecture, and sur­ 
rounding a lake that covers several acres. 
The nearest temple is dedicated to th# 
great river god, and there the emperor 
offeA sacrifices to appease that disorderly 
joss, who is responsible for the flood* 
which so frequently devastate the low­ 
lands of northern China. —Chicago Rec 
ord.

GREAT SPEECHES HEARD BY FEW. 


lo tne o f T h en D eliv ered to a Very Sm all 
Num ber o f Audito r* . 
It is a cur inti* fact that many of the 
g reat speeches which g ave immortality 
to the orators who made them were de­ 
livered in comparatively small rooms 
and to small audiences. When Webster 
made his g reat arg ument in the Dart­ 
mouth colleg e case, aside from the bar 
and the officials in charg e of the room, 
there were not oo persons present, and 
yet many believe that he spoke to lis­ 
tening senators and other hig h officials. 
When we read of Patrick Henry’s 
wonderful display of eloq uence, we see 
in our mind's eye a spacious room and 
an immense crowd of peoplo listening 
to his burning words with 
almost 
breathless attention. 
Bnt, in truth, 
many of these speeches which q uickened 
or chang ed the march of events were 
delivered in a small room and to a few 
hearers—never more than 150. 
“ Could 
It have been here, in this oaken chapel 
of 60 pews, ” wrote Hosmer, the g ifted 
author of “ Sprondro,” “ that Patrick 
Henry delivered the g reatest and best 
known of all his speeches? Was it hers 
that he nttered those words of doom so 
unexpected, and then so unwelcome, 
‘We must fig ht?’ Even here. 
But the 
words were spoken in a tone and man­ 
ner worthy the men to whom they were 
addressed, and who were so impressed 
with them that for several moments 
they were almost awestrickeit.

If you look back on the history of hu­ 
man prog ress, you will find that none 
of the g reat epoch making inventions 
has ever been patented. The man who 
lit the first fire—whether Prometheus 
or the party from whom be stole the 
idea, did not g et a patent for it. 
Nei­ 
ther did the man who made the firsl 
wheel—in every sense one of the most 
revolut.onary inventions in the history 
of man. The same thing may be said of 
the invention of soap, candles, g un­ 
powder, umbrellas and the mariner’s 
compass, or, to come down to our own 
day, of the steam eng ine and the elec­ 
tric teleg raph. 
Patents are mostly concerned with 
small mechanical details and improve­ 
ments—it may be in candles or umbrel­ 
las or it may be in the. application of 
steam and electricity—and by means of 
these patents enormous profits have 
been secured to second rate inventors, 
but the g reat ideas and discoveries 
which underlie these details have been 
g iven to the world g ratis. 
There is a g eneral notion that if you 
did not protect inventions by means of 
patents inventors would cease to invent, 
and material Vr« g D‘ss would come to a 
standstill. But history does not bear 
this out in the least. Men with g reat 
mechanical g ifts do not exercise them 
solely with a view’ to commercial profit 
any more than astronomers search the 
heavens for new worlds with an eye to 
reg istering patents and floating com­ 
panies on the results of their discover­ 
ies.—London Truth.

INDIANA’S CENT IR NNI AL. 


The centennial commission has made 
its report to the governor. 
It recoin 
mends holding a centennial on the 
ground now occupied by the institute 
for the blind and the removal of that 
institution to larger grounds east of the 
oily of Indianapolis. The report pro­ 
vides that “there be constructed, on 
lines of architectural beauty and g v .J 
eur, of Indiana stone, glass, iron and 
other materials, a magnificent Ire-proof 


building suitably divided into depart­ 
ments for the purpose of containing a 
memorial museum, devoted to history, 
the sciences, industrial arts and fine 
art* a feature of said building to be a 
great audi'orium capable of accommo­ 
dating the largest state and national 
assemblages." 
To pay the expenses of the exposition 
the commission recommends that the 
state “without increasing the tax levy, 
authorise that 20 cents per annum on 
each $1,000 valuation for five year* be 
set aside as a centennial fund.The report 
further states: “The reason for this re 
commendation lies in the fact that on 
a basis of the present levy the indebt­ 
edness of the state is being paid off 
at a rate that will extinguish the entire 
debt of the state, it is thought, within 
six years, and it is believed by the com­ 
mission that 
a great 
demonstra­ 
tion 
of the 
state’s 
resources 
at 
this 
time 
would 
fully 
justify 
a delay, if necessary, of less than two 
years in the final extinguishment of the 
state debt The amount sought to be 
realized by the proposed special appro- 
tion of 20 cents per annum for five years 
on each $1,000 of valuation is about $1,- 
000,000." 
All of this is to be made 
available when the city of Indianapolis 
and Marion county shall have appro­ 
priated $250,000 for the same pur­ 
pose. The commission states that it 
has investigated all parts of the state

The hall is approached 
by eight marble steps, which lead to a 
broad marble terrace. Around this ter­ 
race is a balustrade supported by pillars 
of marble, pure white and beautifully 
engraved. 
The em peres* arrived about the same 
time in his chair, which wa* covered 
outside and in with yellow silk, the offi­ 
cial button on top being gold instead of 
silver and the ends of the bearing poles 
being elaborately carved and capped 
with gilded dragons. 
The dean of tile 
diplomatic corps, escorted by members 
of the foreign office, was conducted info 
the hall, the sides of the approach to the 
steps, the steps themselves aud the ter­ 
race being crowded with eunuchs em­ 
ployed in the palace and civil aud m il­ 
itary officers whose rank did not entitle 
them to enter the presence of the em 
peror. Each member of the diplomatic 
corps was given a separate audience by 
the emperor, who was seated upon a 
marble throne. 
As they crossed the 
threshold they bowed, advanced three 
or four pace# and bowed again, then ad­ 
vanced to a point between the two dragon 
pillars, where a third stop and bow 
were made. There a foreign carpet cov­ 
ered the floor of the platform, which 
was about three feet high. 
The embassadors and ministers stop­ 
ped about 12 feet from the emperor, 
where they made their speeches, which 
were translated by an interpreter int# 
Chinese. They then ad van*-cd and hand­ 
ed letters of credence to Prince Ching, 
who had been standing cm the left of 
the emperor. 
Taking the papers, he 
ascended the steps, approached the table 
in front of tho emperor and laid them 
upon it, not kneeling until he had de­ 
posited them. The emperor replied to 
the speeches in the Mantchoo dialect aft­ 
er the diplomatists had returned to theii 
places between the dragon pillars, hi* 
remarks being translated into Chinee# 
by Prince Ching, sentence by sentence. 
The exit from the hall was made by 
walking backward, with bows at thro* 
places. 
The side# of the audience hall wen 
covered with inscriptions 
and raw 
paintings of enormous size The ceiling 
was composed of warden squares I % 
feet iu size, divided by heavy rafters, 
all gorgeously painted with the dragon 
figures. 
The supporting columns were 
of m l lacquer, covered with figures of 
gold dragons. 
On the right of the emperor stot^ 
Frinco Po, on his left Prince Ko, ani 
near him Prince Ching. The room wa# 
lined on either side by two rows of high 
officers of tho Imperial guards and 
chamberlains, many being prim es and 
dukes of the imperial family. No arm# 
were visible except the swords worn by 
the emperor aud the princes. 
The im­ 
perial escort, bearing long red lacquered 
spear*, with silver point* aud a long 
tiger tail, could be seen just outside 
the doors. They presented a picturesque 
appearance. 
On either side of the em­ 
peror was a straight stem six feet high, 
supporting at the top what appeared to 
be painted imitations of peacock tail# 
spread out, the feathers indicating rank 
in China.

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Many W ho Sieve Been W arm Friends off 
This Country. 
Tho fact is that tho English public 
men who have understood America, of 
who have seemed to care to understand 
hear, have, at least until recently, always 
represented a small minority. During 
the first century of our national lifb 
scarcely an Englishman of eminence 
was clear sighted enough to perceive 
i America’s real devotion to great ideals. 
Our British kinsmen thought us a horde 
of gradgrinds and nothing else, whereas, 
in spite of a seeming absorption in ma* 
tonal things, the national life was grap­ 
pling with mighty ethical and political 
ideas, which the selfishness and irre­ 
sponsibility of politicians might some­ 
times distort, but could never stifle. 
Leigh Hunt, as Lowell used to remind 
us, could never think of America with­ 
out seeing in imagination a gigantic 
counter stretched all along our seaboard, 
and we bore Hunt’s ridicule with a 
complacency that was the more cheerful 
because his caliber and weight of metal 
were scarcely great enough to do much 
execution over sea. Carlyle sneered; we 
remembered his dyspepsia and forgave. 
Ruskin emptied the vials of his elo­ 
quent contempt upon our sacrifice to 
America’s freedom and integrity; we 
abated no jot or tittle of our veneration 
for his prophet’s message, while we 
strove to make just allowance for the 
vagaries of the hyperasstbetic tempera 
ment These things it wa* easy to con­ 
done. 
The Englishmen who have understood 
American life have judged it by some­ 
thing besides the froth of the irresponsi­ 
ble press ami the antics of provincial 
statesmen.” Cobden’s fatal exposure 
of his life to do us service aud John 
Bright’s brave words in the bour of our 
distress can never J*- forgotten. The 
memory of Thomas wughes—-alas! that 
we must write “memory” now—will 
always remain a rich and fragrant leg­ 
acy, to which, in a peculiar sense, ws 
are coheirs with Englishmen, while the 
work of Mr. Bryce has not only won 
our respect and gratitude, but is bound 
to leave deep impress on our life. None 
of these men was blind to the evident 
foibles, defects and crudities of the 
strenuous life of an earnest and virile 
people. On the other hand, none invited 
distrust by silly attempts to flatter or 
cajole. But ail were quick to recognize 
in American aspiration, achievement, 
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other and better than mere bigness. 
They even ventured now and then to 
speak of these things as great; but thf 
words sits better on their lips than ob 
ours.

Patents are mostly concerned with 
small mechanical details and improve­ 
ments—it may be in caudles or umbrel­ 
las or it may be in the. application cf 
steam and electricity—aud by means of 
these patents enormous profits have 
been secured to second rate inventors, 
but the great ideas and discoveries 
which underlie these details have been 
given to the world gratia 
There is a general notion that if you 
did not protect inventions by means of 
patents inventors would cease to invent, 
and material progress would come to a 
standstill 
But history does not bear 
this out in the least. Men with great 
mechanical gifts do not exercise them 
solely with a view to commercial profit 
any more than astronomers search the 
heavens for new worlds with an eye to 
registering patents and floating com­ 
panies on the results of their discover­ 
ies.-—London Truth.

Events of W hich H istory Treat# B are 
H appened In Its Vicinity. 


Ushant, the island upon whose out­ 
lying reefs the steamer Drummond Cm 
tie ran, sinking three minutes after 
Ward and carrying down every soul on 
board, ex<apt three, lies off the north 
west extremity of France aud forms 
the corner around which vessels from 
the south torn info the English channel 
after crossing 
tho bay of 
Biscay. 
“ Ushant” is the Anglicized form of 
Ouessant,” tho French name. Pliny 
calls the island “ Uxantis,” and the 
Britons know it as “Enc* Heussa,” 
which means “Tho Islo Ct Terror.” It 
well deserves the Celtic name. 
The inhabitants of Ushant are a hardy 
race, the men all fishermen and seamen, 
the women all tillers of the rocky soil. 
The latter on high days and holidays 
still often display their ancient costume 
with its flat coif, which strikingly ic- 
oalls the feminine headgear of southern 
Italy, and whence their dark hair 
streams in freedom below their waists 
Within the last quarter of a century a 
breed of ponies still roamed in semi- 
Wi kin ors over a large part of the island, 
and for centuries the inhabitants them­ 
selves were looked upon as savages. De­ 
barred, often for long weeks at a time, 
from any intercourse with the main 
land, they certainly led very primitiv* 
livea 
Bat at the same time they pie 
served tho primitive virtues, and hon 
esty and hospitality have ever been sr 
tides of faith among them. 
Losing year by year, with unfailing 
regularity, a score or two of their OM n 
kith and kindred in the treacherous 
waters around their isle, their sympa­ 
thies have always been with those 
whom shipwreck has imperiled. Several 
of the Breton islands have notoriously 
harbored communities of wreckers, 
bot the people of Ushant have again 
sind again distinguished themselves by 
their efforts to save distressed vessels 
or their crews. 
Whenever one of the islanders is lost 
at sea, a touching ceremony, called ‘ ‘tile 
proella” is performed. The relatives 
and friends of the deceased carry to his 
house a small wooden cross, over which 
the clergy repeat the prayers for the 
dead, as if this symbol were the corpse 
itself. 
Then the crocs bearer, who, 
whenever practicable, is the godfather 
of the defunct (this again a touching 
instance of symbolism I incloses it iv a 
coffer, and, followed by all the monro- 
•rs, deposits it at the foot of a statue of 
Bt. Pol Aurelien, the patron of the isle. 
few years ago a hundred or so of these 
coffers- could be seen assembled around 
the statue. 
Ushant is known to history. As early 
1888 an English expedition landed 
tho island and ravaged it with fire 
and sword. Then, in 1778, its waters 
witnessed the much criticised naval en­ 
gagement between Koppel and d’Or- 
villiers, which English histories usually 
describe as a drawn battle, whereas the 
French invariably claim it as a decisive 
victory. Finally, 10 years later, Ushant 
saw tho “glorious first of June,” when 
You’ll only get Lord Howe certainly shattered 
the 
French ships of war commanded by 
Villaret-Joyeuse, but at the same time 
signally failed to prevent the large flee! 
of French merchantmen, on whose ar­ 
rival France depended for means to pros­ 
ecute the war, from getting safely into 
the port of Brest. 
That Ushant is, in Breton estimation, 
predestined to deeds of blood and death 
is shoM'n by a strange rhymed proverb, 
which Chateaubriand quotes in his 
“ Memoirs From Beyond the Grave,” 
aud which may be Englished thus: 
“Ho who sees Belle Isle doth see h»s 
Isle; He who Beeth Grot doth see bls 
joy, but gaze on Ushant’s flood, you see 
your blood. ** 
Of the wild scenery around Ushant 
there has probably never been any bet­ 
ter description than that given by 
Chateaubriand. 
The island is the lar­ 
gest and from the mainland the most 
distant, of those forming the archipelago 
to which it gives its llama Molcne, the 
next in size, trades largely in its own 
soil, which on account of certain chem­ 
ical properties is sought after by Breton 
agriculturists. 
Then, in addition hi 
•cores of little islets, some o f them mere 
aits and rocks, there is Quemenez, 
which is about a quarter the size c# 
Ushant, while near to the mainland is 
Beniquet, or the Blessed Isle, so called 
on account of its proximity to the Bre­ 
ton shore and the refuge it offers amid 
the most dangerous of all the adjacent 
reefs, that at Lea Pierres Noires. 
Many a stoat ship and many a frail 
fishing boat have been shattered among 
these reefs, w’here the waters ever seethe 
aud roar, even on calm summer days 
But winter is the time to see Ushant 
and its neighboring isles, all bare and 
rugged, rising from amid the gale lashed 
wavea No rock bound coast can offer a 
more impressive spectacle than that 
which the ocean then presents aa it 
leaps in its dread, blind might around 
The Isle of Terror. ’’—Westminster Ga­ 
zette.

many of these speeches which quickened 
or changed the march of events were 
delivered in a small room and to a few 
hearers—never more than 160.

60 pews, ’’ wrote Hosmer, the gifted 
anther of “gprondro,” “that Patrick 
Henry delivered the greatest and best 
known of all bis spi'eches? Was it hers 
that he uttered those words of doom so 
unexpected, and then so unwelcome, 
‘We must fight?'

ner worthy the men to whom they were 
addressed, and who were so impressed 
with them that for several moment* 
they were almost awestricken. It was 
only when the voice of Bichord Henry 
Lee, that other matchless Virginia ora­ 
tor, who rose to second the words of 
Henry, rang through the room that they

Be ward'n speech in defense of Wil­ 
liam Freeman was undoubtedly the 
greatest and most brilliant effort of bis 
professional life.
